Beware of bugs, 
not spiders 


The “bug” that any 
community needs to be on 
the lookout for is, 
Staphylococcus aureus, not 
the brown recluse spider. 
I’m writing this article in 
response to the story; 

awareness about spider 
bites” which appeared in 
The Fort Erie Times, 
September 18,2010. 

Staphylococcus aureus 
is a long word, but it is bet¬ 
ter recognized as the “S” 
and the “A” in MRSA, 
which stands for methi- 
cillin-resistant staphylo¬ 
coccus aureus. MRSA is a 
bacteria that can infect 
open areas on the skin and 
is resistant to many, but 
not all antibiotics. 

I am one of the many 
nurses who took care of 
Mr. Bailey while he was at 
Millard Fillm ore Hospital 
in Buffalo. Due to strict 
HIPPA privacy laws in 
New York state, I am 
unable to mention any 
details of Mr. Bailey’s hos¬ 
pital stay. 

I would like to clear up 


tions about patients, in 
general, who come to hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms 
with “spider bites”. More 
often than not these 
wounds turn out to be a 
small nick or puncture in 
the skin that is infected 
MRSA. This is easily and 
routinely determined by 


taking a culture of the 
wound. 

The reason I am con¬ 
cerned is, if community 
hysteria for brown recluse 
spiders is raised by an arti¬ 
cle run in a respected 
newspaper, it may shift 
awareness off the real cul¬ 
prit. I can foresee negative 
outcomes such as; misdiag¬ 
nosed wounds and over¬ 
spraying of harmful pesti- 

Often when struck with 
a devastation illness of 
affliction, patients and 
families will try to under¬ 
stand what has happened 
to them or their loved 
ones, in a way that makes 
the most sense to them. 
Their conclusions may not 
be completely accurate. 
Usually, this is because 
they have been bombard¬ 
ed with a multitude of 
unfamiliar words, terms 
and speculative diagnosis, 
by any number of doctors 
and nurses, during an 
extremely stressful time. 

I have gathered 
research from several 
areas; state universities 
and museums of natural 
history. Their experts on 
spiders and their habits, all 
agree that there has never 
been a case where spiders 
have laid their eggs inside 
of a human host, and then 
little baby spiders have 
hatched and crawled out. 

Honestly, when you see 
that kind of statement, 
your God given common 
sense has to kick in and 


see it for the sensational¬ 
ism that it is. 

The brown recluse spi¬ 
der, like many spiders, lay 
its eggs in a silken sac. 
They are uncommon to 
this area as their main area 
of focus is the mid south 
and south eastern United 
States. As their name 
implies, the recluse, avoids 
humans. 

The message I would 
like to send to our commu¬ 
nity is that if you or your 
children have an open area 
on your skin, even a tiny 
scratch or bump, no matter 
what the cause is, it needs 
to be cleaned and disinfec¬ 
ted. 

The wound no matter 
how small needs to be 
watched after cleansing 
of normal heal- 
. soreness, 
swelling and paid exceed¬ 
ing expected pain from 
the wound may be signs of 
infection. If you or your 
child develop a fever of 
chills and have a wound, 
this also may be signs of 
an infection. 

If you suspect an infec¬ 
tion you should go to your 
doctor or hospital and 
have the wound cultured. 
Early detection and an 
accurate diagnosis of the 
type of infection you have, 
is your best line of 
defence.

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Council giving Bertie Boat Club 25 more years 


Two-year lease

The Bertie Boat Club has 
been given another lease 
on life, after Monday's 

meeting. 

Councillors were pre¬ 
sented with a staff report 
that called for a decision 
on whether or not to give 
the local marine facility in 
Point Abino a two-year 
lease extension before their 
current agreement with the 
Town of Fort Erie expires at 


the end of the year. 

Before the mayor and 
council discussed the 
report, two delegations 
were made by members of 
the Bertie Boat Club. 

One of the was Tom 
Mountain, who asked for 
the local government to 
either amend the report 
and allow for a longer lease 
agreement in the range of 
15 to 25 years or to defeat it 
and wait until the next 
council is sworn in to nego¬ 
tiate a new contract. 

In the report, it says the 
two-year agreement is nec¬ 
essary as an interim mea¬ 
sure in order to provide 
council with an opportuni¬ 
ty to further define its 
waterfront accessibility 
strategy and for the club to 
demonstrate how a long¬ 
term lease for these lands 
would compliment those 
objectives. 

One piece in the report 
Mountain does not agree 


with is the part that says 
"the facility is predomi¬ 
nantly member-only and 
does not promote itself as a 
public facility.” 

Mountain contested this 
statement, pointing out the 
marquis in front of the 
facility reads "everyone 
welcome." 

"For over 50 years, we 
have proven to be a valued 
partner with the Town in 
developing the waterfront 
for the enjoyment of all," 
said Mountain. 

Heather Salter, the 
Town's director of legal 
services said the report's 
intent is to provide direc¬ 
tion to the club for its 
future. By approving it, the 
next council would still be 
required to make a deci¬ 
sion after the two-year 
agreement is over but 
would still give the mem¬ 
bers assurance that the 
local government wants to 
work out an agreement. 


"It would be deferred to 
the next council but still 
provide the boat club some 
certainty with respect to 
their term," she said. 

Salter continued by say¬ 
ing the Town has no plans 
to develop the site for 
another use. In recent 
weeks, a piece of literature 
has been circulated to the 
press and on display at 
local restaurants claiming 
the Town plans to develop 
on the property. 

She said the Town is 
attempting to explore the 
amount of public benefit 
the facility can provide and 
its potential for access. 

"We're looking at how 
this use on the property 
lines up with council's stra¬ 
tegic goals of council with 
respect to access to the 
waterfront," she said.
